At last we arrive at Piue Ridge Camp. 
Here we breathe the pure, dry air, free 
from all the dampness of the lower sec- 
tions, the camp being 1100 feet above 
the level of Rhode Inland. The sandy 
soil is dry throughout the year, aud 
anyone visiting this beautiful spot cau- 
uot help untieing the lieiltuful condi- 
tion. 


Passing through the camp with Its 


tents and cabins we liml on our left the 
tents for men with their floors of wood, 
each 
containing a small cot. This 


little village is inhabited by a most 
sociable set of people. One patient told 
methathe;neversasv as many, willing 
hands to help one another—everybody 
for each other. 
This street has beeu 


named by the boys "Easy street", 
which is quite appropriate. 
On our 


right we find the eating house where 
there is a long table through the ceuter 
aud plenty of space for each patient. 
There is also in connection a nicely 
furnished kitchen full of appetizing 
morsels. 
From 
the reports of the 


thirty-twothere they areallisatlsfled with 
their ratious. West of the dining room 
we flud tbe ladies'cabin, all of wood. 
There are 110 windows, but iu their 
stead there is netting, allowing the 
air to circulate freely. 


There is a large lecture room, sup- 


plied with papers and 
periodicals. 


Aim there is. nn organ for those musi- 
cally inclined. In this room lectures 
are held ut intervals, one taking place 
on theday that the writer visited Ihe 
camp. Tiie.se lectures are ghvn by a 
vitlliug minister from Providence who 
comes once a wtek. 


In general every possible tiling is 


done to make the p-itients well and 
strong. Let us devote a small portion 
of our time tosvaid helping the good 
euiiHenlnng, never knowing when we 
may need such treatment ourselves, or 
our friends.

gress In Boston last week- was very ap- 
propriately opened by Secretary Hay.

of a loug continuance of war upou the 
earth, though he did welcome the ac- 
tivity and the energy of the western re- 
public in the strife for more humane 
methods aud more pacific meaus of 
dealing with the problems which con- 
fiont the nations of the later time.

the Franco-Spanish arbitration treaty 
of March, 1904; the Anglo-Spanish ar- 
bitration treaty of March, 1904; the 
Franco-English agreement concerning 
Egypt, Morocco, Newfoundland aud 
Western Africa, as well as Slam, the 
New 
Hebrides aud Madagascar, o. 


April, 1904; the arbitration treaty be- 
tween France and Holland of April, 
1901; the Anglo-German arbitration 
treaty of July, 1904; the Anglo-Scandi- 
navian treaty of July, 1904, and the ar- 
bitration treaty between Spain aud 
Portugal. In addition, there is to be 
mentioned the Franco-Italian conven- 
tion concerning labor legislation signed 
In April of this year. The congrees ex- 
pressed its satisfaction at the adoption 
of those treaties, and especially com- 
manded as a model for all future 
trestle* that between Denmark aud 
Holland, which contains no renrve 
whatever.

Havoc to Dispirited Army 


JAPS' VICTORY ASSURED 


Louden Critics Think Kuropat- 


kiu Shot His Bolt Well Toward 
the Mark, but Missed li liadly 
uud H»» Suffered Ueleat 


Tokio, Oct. 14.—It Is yet too early to 


measure the results of the tremendous 
struggle which has been waged 
for 


the past three days south of Mukden, 
but all reports reaching Tokio indicate 
that General Kuropatkin has been de- 
clsirely whipped and severely pun- 
ished. 
The Kussiaii commander was 


evidently caught while making his dis- 
positions with bis forces scattered and 
be was beaten before he could recover. 


The Japanese have begun a desperate 


effort to turn the Hussiau right and if 
this effort should lie successful, it will 
carry disaster to the Itussian anus. 


Estimates of the total forces engaged 


rary. 
One telegram from Liaoyang 


says that the Russians have 200,000 
men, with 1000 guns. The Japanese 
force exceeds the number engaged at 
thu battle of Liaoyang. 


The pursuit by the Japanese is work- 


Ing great havoc to the dispirited Hus- 
slans, who left their dead and wounded 
In heaps on the field In terrific rains. 
The fighting is the most severe and ter- 
rible of th» whole war. 


London, 
Oct. 
14.—No 
appreciable 


progress has been made in the pro- 
jected advance southward of the Rus- 
sian army under General Kuropatkin 
since the Initial success of the move- 
ment in the capture of Bentiaputse. 
Fighting of the most stubborn de- 
scription continues along practically 
tile entire front. 


Field Marshal Oyauia reports the 


capture of 30 guns from the Russians 
arid claims distinct successes in forc- 
ing the Russians to retire from some 
of their advanced positions. ' 


General Kuropatkin's report to Em- 


peror Nicholas is couched in guarded 
terms and claims nothing in the way 
of accomplished results. 


Reports from the Russian military 


commander at Port Arthur show that 
the Japanese have brought a shell fire 
to bear upon the Inner fortress. The 
garrison, however, is represented to be 
hopeful of the outcome of the siege. 


The London papers have to rely 


mainly upon official reports for news 
of the far east; but on dispatches thus 
far received regard a complete Japan- 
ese vtctoiy as assured and editoralizn 
entirely from ^Jiis point of view. Says 
The Daily Telegraph: 


"General Kuropatkin has shot 
his 


bolt. It seemed to lie speeding well to 
wards the mark, yet has missed it 
badly. lie suffered not merely a re- 
pulse, but a disastrous defeat, while 
Japan's Incomparable army, under in- 
comparable generals, have added an- 
other glorious page to their chronicle 
of war anil proved that Oyama is still 
Kuropatkin's master in every branch 
of the art of war." '

speak the language of a man who has 
done his best with the bungling ad- 
vice of some superior agency.

Charlotteown, 1'. E. I., Oct. 14.—Dur- 


ing tlie height of a terriiic wiwl aiul rain- 
storm, and iu the inky durliuess last 
night, a shockinii murder was 
com- 


uiilted ou one ol the public streets of 
this city. The victim was Miss Lillian 
Warren, aged 40 years, whose body, 
lying iu a pool of blood, was stumbled 
across by some persons 
proceeding 


homeward. Her head was almost ncv- 
eied and life had uecu extinct for some 
time. 


Soon after the discovery of_ the mur- 


der William Power, who is supposed to 
have been recently iu the state prison 
at Cbarlestowu, Mass., was arrested 
by the police on suspicion of having 
committed the crime. 
The murder is 


one of the most brutal in the annals of 
this province, the excitement Is great 
and the feeling against the prisoner is 
intense. 


Ou account of the storm, the streets 


were almost deserted and the crime was 
not discovered until a long time after 
It had been committed. Some persons 
passing along Pownall street saw an 
object lying in a half crouching posi- 
tion ou the ground and ou advancing 
toward it found it to be a woman. 
They tried to arouse her. but failed, 
and on lighting a matcu a ghastly sight 
met their gaze, the woman's bead be- 
,ing battered in, and the neck almost 
severed in 
twain, 
while a blood- 


stained axe beside the body told 
the 


story of the horrible deed. 


The scene of the crime was only a 


short distance from the city hospital 
and not more than 200 yards from the 
jail. 
The 
woman's clothing 
indi- 


cated that she had made a desperate 
fight before death and evidently did not 
give up the struggle until felled by 
blows from the axe. The body was re- 
moved to the city hospital and the cor- 
oner and police were at once notified. 


The police at once were suspicious of 


Power, who hud been seen early in the 
evening lurking about the 
neighbor- 


hood, and as his character was known 
to be not of the best they at 
once 


sought him. He was found at the resi- 
dence of a relative and arrested. It is 
said that blood spots were discovered 
oil his clothing. The prisoner only ar- 
rived here Tuesday night from Boston, 
and it was reported in this city that 
lie had been serving a term 
in 
the 


Massachusetts state prison. 


Miss Warren was n seamstress, and 


she was not seen alive afttr 
leaving 


her place of emplo\ nient at 7 o'clock 
last night. The police have so far been 
unable to find any 
motive 
for 
the 


crime. -Miss Warren bore an excellent 
reputation, and as far as known had 
no previous aeqniiintjince witli Power. 


The victim could not have made any 


great outcry or the hospital officials or 
police would have heard it. 


At midnight 
the 
police 
arrested 


Henry Calmer, who is thought to know 
something about the crime. 
Another 


report says that it was in the state 
asylum in Massachusetts that Power 
was confined. 
He came here on 'the 


steamer Halifax last Tuesday night.

Anybody who reads that letter of ac- 


ceptance will find the point "covered" 
precisely as Judge Parker covered it In 
bis address In Georgia on the four- 
teenth amendment, which led the New 
York Evening Post to declare: 


"For him the great bulwark of the 


suffrage, with the penalties laid down 
for discrimination against any class in 
Its exercise, simply did not exist. If 
wholly to avoid the burning question 
of the day Is to show yourself fit for 
the presidency, then Judge Parker's 
address should have sensibly advanced 
his candidacy." 


Judge Parker's letter contains noth- 


ing that comes within reaching dis- 
tance of being' an unequivocal declara- 
tion for the protection of the negro's 
constitutional rights. He demands their 
legal rights tor citizens in a paragraph 
which Is a bid to the naturalized 
voters, having evident reference to 
their treatment in their native lands, 
and can never be thought of for a mo- 
ment as referring to the negro, though 
the judge may perhaps attempt to find 
cover under It. On the other band, he 
has described aa "admirable" a plat- 
form which denounces even the dis- 
cussion of plan* to safeguard tbe ne- 
gro's constitutional rights. Now he 
does not dare say he stands for them, 
and no wonder. Gorman, the Maryland 
nnlllfler, Is here as his campaign di- 
rector and money raiser. But, in view 
of this latest act of timidity with re- 
spect to the negro and his evident will- 
ingness to see the constitution nullified 
In the south, we once more ask the 
New York Evening Post If at the bot- 
tom of its heart It does not feel about 
this trimmer as It felt last year at the 
time of his Georgia speech, when It 
eald of him: "Can a man named as 
•our next president' agree to such a lo- 
cal nullification of national laws? If 
he can. he Is not fit to be president 
next year or any year."

History of the Horse. 


A noteworthy article In the November 


number of the Century will be tbe first 
complete account of the explorations o 
tbe American Museum of Natural His 
lory, under the William C. Whitney 
fund, iuto the evolution ol the horse in 
America. The story of these explora- 
tions, which up to th: present lime 
have brought together more or less 
complete remains of 771 fossil horses, 
has beeu prepared by Henry Fitirliele 
Osborn, Da Costa Professor of Zoology 
iu Columbia University and Curator in 
the Museum, who has iiad charge of the 
work.
